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This  year's  Louisiana  Conservationist  calendar  is  dedi- 
cated to  the  threatened  and  endangered  species  of 
Louisiana.  Many  species  in  our  state  and  through- 
out the  country  are  struggling  to  survive,  while  many 
have  already  lost  the  battle.  Thirteen  species  have  been 
highlighted  throughout  the  calendar  with  a  brief  expla- 
nation of  their  status  within  Louisiana  and  the  reason 
for  their  individual  plights.  Some  species  are  only  mem- 
ories and  no  longer  grace  the  vast,  beautiful  habitats  of 
Louisiana.  Such  animals  as  the  Whooping  Crane  Qune) 
and  Attwater's  Greater  Prairie  Chicken  (back  cover) 
have  not  been  sighted  in  Louisiana  since  1919. 
However,  we  have  searched  the  countryside  for  pho- 
tographs of  these  rare  animals  for  our  readers'  delight 
and  information. 

We  hope  you  enjoy  this  year's  calendar.  It  is  a 
memorial  to  Louisiana's  natural  history  and  a  reminder 
of  the  unique  natural  resources  Louisiana  had  and  still 
offers  to  its  residents.
